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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 5, 12-14, 16, 21, 22-40 and 154 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

2. In claim 5, the language "wherein the surface is a sensor surface, when the 
container..." is grammatically improper. Further, the recitation "when the container is 
supported adjacent the surface the container includes..." appears incorrectly 
structured, i.e. it cannot be determined what specific limitation this language is intended 
to cover. 

3. In claim 21 , the sensor is recited as "receiving the specifying information" ; 
however, claim 1 sets forth the "processor" as "receiving the specifying information", 
thus resulting in indefinite and contradictory limitations. 
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4. In claim 22, the statement "prior to an initial time the specifying information has 
not been received by the processor ...and the processor receives the specifying 
information" contradicts the previous paragraph setting forth the "sensor" as "receiving 
the specifying information" . Further, the statement "prior to an initial time the 
specifying information has not been received by the processor..." lacks antecedent 
basis for the processor receiving the specifying information, the latter not having been 
recited previously in the claim. Claims 23-40, depending form claim 22, are rendered in 
definite thereby. 

5. In claim 154, the "sensor" is identified as "receiving the "specifying information", 
whereas claim 1 recites the "processor" as "receiving the "specifying information", the 
dependent claim therefore contradicting the language of claim 1 . 

6. Claims 12-14 and 16 depend from claim 154 and are rendered indefinite 
therewith.
